FALL OF TSING-TAO 


COST THE ALLIES DEARLY. 


HE fall of Tsing-tao ends the 
most picturesque of the minor 
phases of the great world war now 
raging. On two continents and in 
many of the islands of the seas where 
colonies of the warring nations were 
planted, combets of more or less in- 
terest have taken place, garrisons 
have been captured and towns occu- 
pied peacefully, but in the little - 
man concession on the south side of 
the Shantung peninsula of China 
there has been going on since late 
in August a reduced scale of war that 
from all accounts has duplicated near- 
ly all the features of those battles in 
Europe that have resulted in the cap- 
ture of fortified positions.

The details of the movements have 
been secret, but the first general op- 
eration undertaken by the Japanese 
Was the sweeping of the waters 
around Kiao-Chow for mines, which 
the Germans had laid. In this connec. 
tion a hundred Japanese women shell 
divers offered their services, thinking 
that they, unseen by the enemy, could 
Give and release the mines. But the 
offer was declined, since the Japanese 
law prohibited the employment of 
women in warlike operations.

This new in- 
dustry has become so important in the San 
Joaquin Valley that the growers have bought 
special machines for cultivating and harvest- 
ing the crop, and are now discussing the ad- 
visability of establishing a rice mill.

Gold Mine Dividends. 
S is known at home and 

broad, by native sons, settlers old and 
new, tourists, strangers and the whole wide 
world, as the Golden State. That is the rea- 
son the poppy was selected as the State 
flower. It was the discovery of gold that 
caused the influx of Americans into th 
State, resulting in the war with Mexico and 
bringing California under the American flag. 
The golden streams that our mines have 
poured into the treasury of the United 
States make a wonderful record. “And the 
end is not yet.“ There lies before the writer 
a record of dividends from thirty-five of Call- 
fornia’s gold mines averaging a million 
apiece, or a total of $35,000,000. The out- 
put of gold in the State at the present time 
runs at from $17,000,000 to $20,000,000. One 
of the most prolific of these thirty-five gold 
mines is the Yellow Aster, situated in the 
heart of the Great Southwest. Its output to 
date has been $1,226,789. The largest out- 
put of any one mine is that of the North 
Star, $4,136,889. 


Full-Bearing Litchi Tree. 
rap generally are well 
acquainted with the Chinese nut known 
as the lichi, Notice the nut and the tree 
that bears it are spelled differently in the 
Chinese language in order to distinguish 
them. On Chinese New Year’s Day the Chi- 
nese are very likely to make presents of 
these nuts to their American friends and 
employers as well as among themselves, It 
is only called a nut by common custom. It 
belongs to the rosaceae family of trees, with 
the pear, apple, peach, almond and the rose. 
The fruit of this family of trees is all pro- 
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almond or by a e like the peach, The 
peach, apple and pear have their skin as well 
as the inner core to protect them, and this 
China nut has both a shell and a stone. The 
shell is soft and easily broken, and when 
dry fits very loosely over the nut inside. This 
consists of a sweetish, gummy substance 
spread over a large stohe in the center. The 
point of this article is to call attention to the 
fact that like almost everything else this 
Chinese fruit flourishes in Southern Califor- 
nia. There is a full-bearing tree at Santa 
Barbara, discovered by Peter Bisset of Wash- 
ington, head of the Bureau of Foreign Plant 
Distribution. It is in the garden of a private 
residence at Santa Barbara, and the pro- 
fessor regards the discovery as of great im- 
portance. This tree was brought from China 
by Dr. Franchesci, who is now employed by 
the Italian government in teaching the Ital- 
ians American methods in horticulture.

Mineral Production of Nevada. 

EVADA is essentially a metal-producing 

State, metallic products constituting 
more than 98 per cent. of the total value of 
the State’s mineral output, according to the 
United States Geological Survey. Though 
Nevada is at present of much less relative 
importance as a mining State than it was in 
the “glory” days of the famous Comstock 
lode, it continues to rank first in the produc- 
tion of silver, which is third among the min- 
eral products of the State. The most impor- 
tant mineral product of Nevada is copper, in 
the production of which Nevada ranks fifth 
among the States, Gold mining ranks sec- 
ond among the State’s mineral industries. 
The production of copper increased from 
86,477,494 pounds in 1912 to 90,693,751 pounds 
in 1913, but with a decline in value from 
$14,268,787 to $14,057,531. Copper mining is 
one of the new industries of the State. It 
did not begin on an important scale until 
1908, with the development of the Ely dis- 
trict in White Pine county. In 1907, prior to 
the development of the Ely district, the cop- 
per production of the State was less than 
2,000,000 pounds, but in 1913 it exceeded 
90,000,000 pounds. 

In sympathy with the general tendency in 
the decreased production of gold, the output 
of gold in Nevada decreased from 650,943 
fine ounces, valued at $13,456,180, in 1912, to 
570,589 fine ounces, valued at $11,795,130, in 
1913. More than 60 per cent. of the gold pro- 
duced in Nevada in 1912 and 1913 came from 
the Goldfield and Tonopah districts. 

The production of silver increased from 
14,369,063 fine ounces, valued at $8,836,974, 
in 1912, to 16,090,083 fine ounces, valued at 
$9,718,410, in 1913, About 70 per cent. of the 
silver output is derived from the Tonopah 
district. To what extent the Comstock lode 
in Churchill county has fallen from its high 
estate in the production of silver is indicated 
by the fact that in 1876, when this famous 
district was at its zenith, the output was over 
17,000,000 ounces of silver, and in 1913 the 
total production from Churchill county 
was less than 1,500,000 ounces. 

The total value of the mineral products of 
Nevada in 1913 amounted to $37,842,084, 
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but like Jim Blaine and Ben Harrison and 
other great men, including Abe Lincoln, to 
his familiars he was just Jim. He has been 
in the northern part of the State for some 
years acting as bailiff of the Supreme Court.

OPENINGS FOR AMERICAN CAPITAL-—THE

P UERTO MON TT.— The war in Burope 

will force upon Chile the purchase of a 

large amount of United States steel 
rails, steel bridges and other railway ma- 
terials. The country has several enormous 
projects under way, and there are a dozen 
new roads either surveyed or projected. 
For the past two weeks I have been riding 
over the state railways. I have had a pass 
from the government, and have gone here 
and there at my will without paying fare. 


The place where I am now writing is the 
southern terminus of the system. It is 


frontier of the settled part of the country 
and as far south of Pisagua, the northern 
terminus, where the railway begins, as the 
distance from Boston to Dallas,or New 
York to Denver. This country is like a 
great sausage. It is long and narrow. If it 
were laid on the United States with ite 
northern end at Boston it would stretch 
across New England and the Appalachian 
system, across the whole of the Mississippi 
Valley and far into the Rocky Mountains, 
ending in Utah. Cape Horn and the Strait 


of Magellan, which form the southern end | 


of the sausage, would be just about as far 
west of Boston as is Salt Lake City. The 
country is nowhere much wider than from 
Baltimore to New York, and in many places 
it could be squeezed in between Baltimore 
and Philadelphia. 

It will pay our exporters to consider the 
future railway system of Chile. This will 
consist of a long line of railroad running 
from Peru to the Strait of Magellan, with 
feeders going west to the coast and east to 
the mountains. This line is known as the 
longitudinal syetem, and it is now being 
built. It is already almost 2000 miles long, 
and it will eventually connect Peru and 
Punta Arenas, the metropolis of the straits. 
The railway already extends almost to the 
Peruvian’ boundary. It traverses the ni- 
trate fields and connects them with Valpa- 
raiso and Santiago. The southern section 
extends to Puerto Montt, where this letter 
is written. The first part of the road is 
through a desert as barren as the Sahara. 
This goes southward almos to the latitude 
of Valparaiso, where the longitudinal system 
crosses the trans-Andine railway to Buenos 
Aires. Then begins the great central val- 
ley, an irrigated region which corresponds 
in ite fertility with the best parts of South- 
ern California. Below that the road enters 
the forests, traversing a country where the 
farms have had to be cut out of the woods, 
and where the rainfall in places is 100 
inches per year. The central valley section

{New York Sun:] In his book on “Old 
Oxford Libraries” Strickland Gibson de- 
scribes the old library of Jesus College, built 


and founded by Sir Leoline J about 
1676, “as a mauso boaks long since 
dead.” 

“For can any of scholarship,” the 


author asks, “quicken old Testatus and raise 
him from the grave? Will any theologian, 
save out of mere curiosity, ever pore again 
over the sixteen folio volumes of Alfonso 
Salmeron? it is only by a few antiquaries 
that the old books are taken from their 
shelves. The undergraduates never enter; 
indeed some have never even heard of the 
Old Library. It is elsewhere, in the Under- 
graduates Library, that the present genera- 
tion seeks learning.” | 

But even this is not the deadést of li- 
braries, for Mr. Gibson describes a less fre- 
quented one within the precincts of Christ 
Church: = 

“Dr. Richard Allestree, regius professor of 
divinity, in 1680 conveyed the whole of his 
books to the university in trust for the use 
of successive regius professors of divinity. 
The university, by the deed of trust, was to 
exercise the right of visitation, but no money 
was left for the maintenance of the library, 
nor has provision ever been made for it. in 
a secluded cloister, within a small chamber 
and a long narrow room paved with red tiles, 
the books, unvisited, pass their days in dusty 
desolation and unbroken peace. Only the 
professor has the right of entry, a right prob- 
ably exercised but seldom by one whose duty 
it is to interpret the living Word, and who 
may well hesitate to explore the wastes of 
long exhausted theological controversies. 

“The eighteenth century library of St. Ed- 
mund Hall is worth visiting for the sake of 
its picturesque appearance and its diminu- 
tive size. It is situated above the chapel, 
and is approached by a narrow and tortuous 
staircase, on which, unless the visitor fol- 
lows his guide very closely, there is some 
likelihood of his being temporarily lost, The 
library is the smallest in Oxford little 
room with a gallery running round. Orig- 
inally the books were all on the walls, but 
recently some transverse cases have been 
added, thus rendering perambulation diffi.

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Central American Commerce Upset by the Way 


COFFEE AND BANANAS. 
ENTRAL AMERICA has been almost 
lost sight of in the discussion of the re 
flex effect of the war of the nations on 

world commerce. The effect is none the 
less felt, but at the same time there is an 
opening for increasing the sale of goods of 
the United States which heretofore have 
been supplied by the belligerent European 
countries. 

The financial and commercial dislocation 
has affected the different Central American 
republics about as it has the South Amer- 
ican countries which were financed in Eu- 
rope. A foreign commerce aggregating 
$85,000,000 has been upset. Those which 
were most dependent on Europe have suf- 
fered most. 

Central American loans have not been pop- 
ular in London and Paris and Berlin, and the 
debts of this section of Latin America have 
not required the floating of new loans to take 
up old ones, or if they did require it there 
was so little encouragement that few of 
them were attempting it when the war broke 
out. 

Credits have been badly shaken, but it 
happens that because of the closeness to the 
United States drafts on London and Ham- 
burg have not been the sole means of ex- 
change. New York and New Orleans have 
had more or less direct financial dealings 
with the Central American countries. 

The trouble which Central America as a 
whole experienced at the outbreak of Fu- 
ropean hostilities, and which it still exper. 
ences, was largely a question of coffee. Ham- 
burg and Havre had absorbed the bulk of 
the Central American coffee, which is known 
for its quality. The European market al- 
ways assured good prices, even when the 
common grades were low. 


Bananas Come to United States. 


The Panama Canal was on the point of 
facilitating the transportation of the coffee. 
Most of it is raised on the highlands of the 
interior, which slope down to the Pacific 
Coast, and the coffee is more easily trans- 
ported through the coast ports than by bring- 
ing it out to the gulf ports, even where there 
are interoceanic railway lines, as in Guate 
mala and Costa Rica.

Absorption of Central America’s coffee is 
a@ more complex problem.

Porto Rico, which 
as an American possession has maintained 
coffee propaganda in the United States, has 
found that quality makes little difference, 
and that it is difficult to obtain prices which 
the high grade demands.

Germany is likely to be the heaviest per- 
manent loser, and conversely the section of 
Central America which has been most de 
pendent on Germany in commerce and 
finance also suffers most severely for the 
time being. | 

Guatemala sometimes has been called Ger- 
many’s commercial colony in Central Amer- 
ica. At one time English financial and com- 
mercial influences dominated. English in- 
vestors supplied money in the form of loans, 
and then waited hopefully for their interest. 
While waiting they made no concerted move 
ment to encourage the development of the 
agricultural industries, of which coffee rais- 
ing is the chief one. 

Sir Lionel Catden, who was British Min- 
ster to Guatemala, came to Washington soon 
after Mr. Bryan became head of the De 
partment of State and persuaded the peace- 
loving Secretary that there would be no 
bullying of a weaker power if England were 
allowed to threaten Guatemala with gun- 
boats in order to secure the renewal of in- 
terest payments on the Guatemalan debt 
which was held in England. 2 


Part of the proceeds from the export tar 
on coffee had been pledged for that purpose, 
and for a time had been punctually set aside. 
But the Guatemalan government had allowed 
the payments to lapse. Sir Lionel at that 
time had not had a chance to antagonize the 


Guatemala found that this country would 
gunboat policy, and the payment of the in- 
i¢erest on the bondled debt out of the proceeds 
of the coffee exyjiort tax was resumed to the 
great satisfaction of the British bondhold- 
ers. With the coffee exports now checked, 
and with the economic conditions so bad, it 
is not unlikely that the interest payments 
will again be suspended, but complications 
with England are not likely to follow. 
German capital went into Guatemala on 
an investment stale and many of the coffee 
plantations were bought by Germans. Some 
of these were owned by the members of t.. 
big Hamburg firms, who were in the habit 
of coming out once a year to give personal 
attention to the management of their prop- 
erties. German business houses, having di- 
rect connections with Hamburg, grew up and 
practically dominated the commercial oper- 
jations of the country. German capital also 
went into the banking business either di- 
rectly or through the commercial houses. 
The result of all this has been that Ger- 
many has financed Guatemala. The Amert- 
can Consul in a recent report estimated that 
the country had been financed to the extent 
of 80 per cent. with German capital. The

PROSECUTED. 

NDER different conditions and envi- 

ronment co-operation among produc: 

ers varies in its ultimate result, 
though if vigorously prosecuted and its sev- 
eral constituent members are loyal, success 
& sure to follow. The production of citrus 
fuits being limited to a small geographical 
srea co-operative marketing of the orange 
and the lemon is easier than with apples; 
% in like measure it is more difficult to 
maintain markets with hen fruit and poul- 
ty products. in the case of a market like 
Los Angeles, the operators in this class of 
firm produce are largely influenced by 
conditions prevailing in San Francisco, 
Kansas City and Chicago, when it comes to 
making prices. In other words, when eggs 
rule high with us, and the same can be pur- 
ehased at from 7 to 10 cents per dozen and 
less in those markets, they will be trans- 
ported to Los Angeles, which can be done 
at about 3 cents to 7 cents per dozen from 
Kansas City and Chicago, in about four 
days time, while from San Francisco the 


rate is about 1% cents and time less than!

While these are negative rather than 
positive conditions, it must not be thought 
that co-operative buying and selling must 
therefore be tabooed. Far from it. Much 
ean and is being accomplished by poultry 
vreeders in both Northern and Southern 
California by organization, and under in- 
telligen’ management much more is pos- 
sible. The Poultrymen’s Co-operative As- 
sociation of Southern California now enjoys 
a membership of about 300 and is duly in- 
corporated with a capital stock of $26,000. 
Last year it did a business of about, $130,- 
600 in buying and selling supplies to its 
members and in the disposition of eggs, 
poultry carcass, breeding stock and day-old 
chicks. During its two years’ existence 
some things have been learned that possess 
gn economic value to the industry as @ 
FThole. For instance, the average person 
fs hopelessly confused as to the real mean- 
ing of the terms, “Fresh Ranch Eggs,” 
“Ranch Eggs,” and “Fresh Eggs.” People 
are willing to take a guaranteed “Fresh 
Ranch Egg” at the price of a “Ranch Egg” 
of uncertain age, but they are not willing 
to pay a premium. 

In market poultry the supply of local 
stuff is too uncertain and irregular to be 
dependable. Part of the year there is an 
oversupply of small broilers; at another 
time there is a glut of light hens; hence to 
insure a proper supply of even-grade chick- 
ens importations from the Middle West in 
car lots is necessary. If by co-operation 
the breeders controlled say 70 per cent. of 
the local output this might be so managed 
as to maintain profitable prices. But ‘n 
yield a return, there must be handled from 
4000 to 6000 pounds per week. 

During the past year the association 
stored 1400 cases, which suffered a shrink- 
age of ten cases in recandling. Expert 
ence has shown that too much care cannot 
be exercised in selecting fresh hen fruit to 
set away, for an indifferently fresh egg will 
be none the better when taken out of stor- 
age. Poultrymen who produce eggs of 
storable quality will find it advantageous to 
establish. selling agencies and then store 
their surplus. 

Obviously there exists some misappre- 
hension on the part of poultrymen in the 
matter of storage eggs. Properly consid- 
ered, it is a positive rather than a nega- 
tive quality. As a matter of fact, there 
are not enough fresh eggs at certain 
seasons of the, year to supply the demand 
in Los Angeles, and owing to the universal 
prejudice against all stored eggs, there is 
a constant temptation to misbranding.

Exercising Without Apparatus. 


Persons who should exercise, but who do 
not, sometimes hide behind the flimsy ex- 
cuse that “they have no apparatus, and no 
place to put it if they did have it.” In point 
of fact, no apparatus is necessary except 
will power. Indeed, one of the very best 
methods of exercising, that devised by the 
Danish army officer, Muller, and called “My 
System” in the English translation of his 
book, makes use of no apparatus whatever. 
Furthermore, the time required for these 
exercises is only fifteen minutes once a day. 
Yet by devoting that much time systemat- 
ically to exercise one may keep himself in 
excellent physical condition. 

As to just how much actual muscular de- 
velopment may be produced in this way, it 
is significant that rkish wrestlers, among 
whom have been several world champions, 
do not use apparatus in most of their train- 
ing exercises.

Physicians all over the country are now 


| making exhaustive observations of this 


much-heralded pain obliviator, and presently 
we shall know whether the method is ap 
plicable to all cases and conditions. Its sta- 
tus may be summarized as follows: 

The method of producing the “twilight 
sleep” is by the hypodermic administration 
of morphine and scopolamin, which renders 
the patient oblivious to labor pains, but 
does not interfere with the physiological 
processes of labor, or produce actual uncon- 
sciousness. Special conditions are neces 
sary, however, and even when every pos 
sible precaption is taken, and the adminis- 
tration conducted by the specially-trained 
physicians at the Freiburg hospital, one 
woman out of every five fails to “experience 
perfect twilight sleep.” And in this same 
hospital, where conditions are only fairly 
favorable—that is, where the patients can- 
not have special rooms, etc.—two women out 
of every fiye miss the beneficent effect of 
this blissful oblivion. 

The hospital at Freiburg is specially ar- 
ranged for the work of carrying out this 
“twilight sleep.” and the physicians there 
are specially trained in administering the 
drugs. Yet even under these most favor- 
able circumstances one woman in every four 
fails to be affected by the scopolamin 
method. It is evident, therefore, that the 
method is not absolutely perfected as yet.

As I have previously said, you can no more 
produce sickness in one whose blood is aby 
lutely pure, than you can grow orange trees 
in cement sidewalks. When there is dirt be- 
tween the cracks of the sidewalk, there vege- 
tation will grow, and to the extent of the 
dirt will be the amount of the vegetation. 
So to the extent of the impurity in a person's 
blood will be the severity of the disease. 


Ptomaine Poisoning. | 


Ptomaine poisoning in most cases is 
caused by decayed flesh or fish, canned food, 
sausage and cold storage food. Canned vege- 
table foods like beans, containing much pro- 
teid, also sometimes cause ptomaine poison- 
ing. Vegetarians who avoid canned food are 
immune. Following suggestions for the 
treatment of ptomaine poisoning are from a 
booklet published vy Drs. George and Hester 
Abbott of Los Angeles for the use of their 
patients: “First, give a glass of warm water 
in which a teaspoonful of mustard has been 
dissolved to produce vomiting, where vomit- 
ing has not occurred. Then take a teaspoon- 
ful of bicarbonate of soda in a glass of very 
warm water. Immediately after take a glass 
of very warm water in which a teaspoonful 
of Epsom salts has been dissolved. Repeat 
the above dose every twenty minutes in ex 
treme cases, until relieved; in milder cases, 
every thirty minutes. The patient should be 
placed under warm cover and kept quiet.”

As this plant does not grow wild in Califor- 
nia, we cannot test its supposed virtues, but 
as all species and varieties of impatiens are 
much alike in vegetable composition, being 
very succulent and juicy, it is fair to argue 
that cultivated sorts will give similar relief.
